The ingenuity of the relief slashers seems 
to be limitless. If they can’t cut relief one 
way, they’re sure to try another. 

The latest is Senator Byrnes’ amendment 
requiring local communities to pay at least 
40 per cent of the cost of WPA projects. Ig- 
noring the protests of WPA Administrator 
Harry Hopkins, the Senate Appropriations 
Committee has already approved this amend- 
ment. 

Senator Byrnes is the leader of the group 
of right-wing Democrats who have been 
seeking to reduce the Roosevelt 31,500, 000, 
000 work relief bill to $1,000,000,000. But 
his latest wrinkle in relief-cutting is ex- 
pected to do the job so well that he has an- 
nounced his readiness to drop the original 
proposal. , 

There is no city or state in the union 
which is now contributing anywhere near 
40 per cent of the cost of WPA projects. The 
fact is that the states and communities are 
already carrying more than their share on 
local relief rolls. This local relief is being 
financed largely through sales and property 
taxes, both of which bear most heavily on 
the masses of the people, 


oem The ‘Byrnes proposal is designed to se- 
cCompliah two objects: to throw additional 
hundreds of thousands off relief rolls, and to 


shift the tax burden still further from the 
rich to the poor. 
The Byrnes amendment is a shameful 
assaut on the jiving standards of the 


American people. It strikes not only at 
the unemployed, but at the employed work- 
ers, the farmers and small business and 
professional people. 

This is political thuggery of the most 
criminal sort. It must be stopped and stopped 
quickly? The Roosevelt $1,500,000,000 relief 
appropriation already represents a one-third 
reduction from the present fiscal year. The 
effect of this proposed cut has been merely 
to encourage Byrnes and his gang of Liberty 
League Democrats to try for more. 

The way to defeat this crowd and to 
save the bread and butter of hundreds of 
thousands of American families is to IN- 
CREASE the work relief appropriation 
along the lines of the Boileau three-billion 
dollar work relief bill. 

This is what progressives both inside 
and outside of Congress need to get to- 
gether on without delay.
